Key Is Director 

The Student Choir, which has been 
preparing for several weeks under the 
direction of Mr. H. E. Key, will pro- 
vide an enjoyable surprise at the Fete de 
Nuit to be held this evening on the cam- 
pus. The one hundred and twenty-five 
voices, accompanied by a large orches- 
tra, composed of McGill undergraduates, 
will sing several new pieces of recent, 
composition. Of these a new setting ot 
"In Flanders Feilds," a new harmoniz- 
ed version of "O Canada," will make a 
first appearance, while a splendid Centen- 
nial hymn written by Dean Ritchie', of 
the Congregational College, will be first 
musical items for the 100th anniversary 
oi the founding of McGill. The music 
to these has, been composed by Mr. Key. 

Last night the final practice was held 
in the Ball Room of the Union, when 
the real results of this choir were mani- 
fested. The choir was organized with =i 
few members, but three weeks ago; the 
members are not all trained singers ; the 
music practically all new, so that the 
work spent and the excellent results ari 
notcworth. 

" Now that it has been proved that the 
jrdinary student has an innate desire to 
.•xpresis his perhaps very average musical 
ability, and since such glowing accom- 
plishments have been achieved, it were 
a great shame if something were not 
done to consolidate this choral tendency, 
into a permanent organization, especially 
while there is such a deep interest in 
vocal and orchestral work for the aver- 
age student, as well as for the brilliant 
and talented musician. 

Final directions have been announced 
for the membesr of the Choir and Or- 
chestra. The Fete de Nuit will take 
place in the natural amphitheatre directly 
south of the Arts Building. The choir 
will take their places to the right of the 
first few rows of seats not later than 
7.45 p.m. They are requested to bring 
with them copies of the songs, as addi- 
tional ones will not be issued. 

An expression of appreciation to Mr. 
Key was very heartily seconded by the 
students last evening, at the Union. Mr. 
Key has contributed very largely to the 
new song book in the way of music. His 
untiring efforts, as editor of it, and also 
his connection with the student choir de- 
serves every student's praise. 

Part of this choir will lead the singing 
at the University Service to be held in 
St. James Methodist Church on Sun- 
day next at 4.30 p.m.

MISS WARNER 
GRADUATE OF 
CLASS OF '94 



Took Active Part in Nursing 
During War 

WON DECORATIONS 



Relates Her Experiences in In 
teresting Form 



registered for the Re-Union is Miss 
Agnes Warner, of Arts 94. Though an 
American citizen, Miss Warner was 
born and brought up at St. John, N.B., 
entering McGill from the St. John High 
School. While at college Miss Warner 
threw herself whole-heartedly into the 
several fields of college life, and in spite 
of ill-health graduated with her class, 
'94 with honors in Natural Science, it 
is interesting to not* that in the grad- 
uation festivities she was class Vale- 
dictorian. _ 

However, Miss Warner is best known 
' not so much by her achievements as an 
undergraduate as by her achievements 
when a graduate of quite a few years, 
namely, by the wonderful work she car- 
ried on among the Franch Poilus and 
refugees. 

Hie French government appreciate her 
work to such an extent that they honour- 
ed 'Miss Warner with several decora- 
tions. She received the Gold Palm which 
is: 'l'insigne special du service de Santé 
militaire'. This medal -was the special de- 
coration of the Service of Heath in con- 
nection with the army. She also received 
the "Mcdaiflc des Epidémies", granted to 
her for nursing services while in France. 
In 1918 she was granted the "Croix de 
Guerre'' for service in connection with 
the army. The citations accompanying 
this medal were as follows: "Depuis 
quatre ans dans les formations sanitaires 
des années françaises est réputée comme 
un modèle d'endurante énergie de désin- 
téressement, et de dévouement éclaire, 
jour et nuit au chevet des intoxiqués et 
grand blessés. — Insouciante de la fatigue 
et des bombardements. —A fait l'admi- 
ration de tous. 

To gave a full and spirited account is 
difficult, one only wishes that all who 
read "the Daily could have been present 
during the reporter's interview yester- 
day with Miss Warner. Her istory read 
like a book of adventures, the reporter 
sat with month and eyes open, quite for- 
getting to take notes f 

The spring of 1914 she left-New York 
for the continent and was located at 
Diotme-Lcs-Bains, France near the 
Swiss border when war was declared. 
Alt once offering her services for Red 
Cross she aided in organizing a small 
hpspital in the east wing of the village 
hotel; classes were held for training the 
village women in the rudiments of nurs- 
ing and in the making of bandages and 
hospital supplies. 

•. Returning to New York with her 
•patient late in November, Miss War- 
ner paid a flying visit to her home 
in St. John and then set out once 
more for France, having offered her 
services to the French Government. 
She returned to Divonnc-lcs-Bains, 
where she was very warmly arid 
gratefully received by the people for 
whom she had worked so faithfully 
during those first terrible days when 
nothing was organized and when 
those people especially, living in a 
secluded and beautiful corner of 
France, were dazed by the hard facts 
of war. 

The longing "to get to the Front" 
Was as strong in Miss Warner's heart 
as in anyone else; and in September 
•Ï91S she left Divonnc to take up work- 
in No. 1 Mobile Hospital, a field hos- 
pital attached to the 36th French 
Crops. And from then on to Easter, 
1918, Miss Warner with No. 1 Mobile 
followed the fortunes of the 36th 
Corps, often being stationed within 
five miles of the firing line, and often 

• covering themselves under fire of 
German shell's. At Ônstock and 
Rouge-Bruges 'Miss Warner's expe- 
riences were thrilling to say the least. 
At the'tiuic of the shelling of Dunkirk 
by. the German fleet her hospital was 
in great danger, and one of the staff 
lost, his life. The hospital huts bad 
finally to be left, and the staff - and 
patients were evacuated to Zuidcottc. 

•'In-,. April of 1918 they were again 
evacuated to Sotte-ville-les-Roucn, 
after' journeying jtticy knew hot 
whither for twenty-four hours. From 
here they were sent to Ville Brcti- 
neaux, remaining there for ten days, 
and leaving it, after being sixty hours 
Without sleep, just an hour before' the 
Germans entered it. After these trials 
the Ambulance Corps was sent to 
Amiens,' .but Miss Warner and her 
companions felt themselves- too much 
"old stagers" to remain there and re- 
signed and re-voluntccred again for 
service with the Ambulance Corps of 
their own 36th French Corps. At the 
time, of the Armistice they were fin- 
ally located at St. Quentin and there 
Mis,s Warner, refusing rest, became 
engaged in the work of the French 
Government among the refugees 'and 
returned prisoners of war. This Miss, 
Warner regards as the saddest and' 
most heart-breaking of all the war 
^york .she took part in. Her admira- 
tion and affection for the French is 
very great and she still marvels at 
the wonders of the surgeons in re- 
covering hale and hearty men from 
wrecked nieces of humanity. Miss 
Warner, with the true spirit, looks 
upon it. as a great privilege to have 
been able to do so much. Never- 
theless, privilege or not, we are nroud 
of Miss Warner, and we feci though 
•he is an American citizen she bclontrs.

LAW GRADUATE 

Mr. D. S. Leach Graduated in 
1862 



FAMOUS FATHER 



Archdeacon Leach, Vice-Prin- 
cipal for Forty Years 

A tall, gaunt old gentleman, courteous 
and reminiscent of the old school, is 
Mr. David S. Leach, Law '62, the oldest 
graduate of the Law School. Mr. 
Leach, though an octogenarian, with his 
health impaired by illness and old age, 
is taking an interest in the Centennial 
programme and hopes to attend at least 
one of the many functions. 

He was a class-mate of Mr. John Red- 
path Dougall, Arts '60, prior to changing 
over to Law. At the time of his grad- 
uation fifty-nine years ago, Mr. Leach 
said there were not more ■than a dozen 
men in the Law School. Sir William 
Dawson had held the principalship for 
seven years, and the terrific difficulties 
of the early days were being surmounted. 

Mr. Leach is veritably a link with 



he past. His distinguished father, the 
Vencrnble Archdeacon Leach, Vice- 
Principal frc'm -1846-86, was one of the 
bulwarks of young McGill, and labored 
'"or a long time unrequited. 

, A graduate of the University of Edin- 
burgh, Dr. Leach came to Canada 
an early age, and having left the Pres- 
byterian Church, he obtained Holy Or- 
ders in the Church of England. He was 
afterwards the first rector of St. 
George's Parish, and Archdeacon of the 
Cathedral, Montreal. 

He accepted the professorship of Clas- 
sical Literature of "The Royal Insti- 
tution for the Advancement of Learn- 
ing," and subsequently became Vice- 
Principal, positions which both received 
the formal sanction of- the Crown. Arch- 
deacon Leach held the choirs of Logis 
and Moral Philosophy for many years. 
These posts he afterwards relinquished, 
but at the time of hi? death he had been 
Vice-Principal and Dean of the Faculty 
of Arts for forty years. 

Following the retirement of Dr. E. \. 
Meredith, the principalship would have 
gone to Archdeacon Leach had it nut 
been for iear of making the University 
sectarian. An attempt had been made 
by Dr. Bcthunc before his retirement in 
1846 to bring the University under the 
influence of the Anglican Church. Con- 
sequently Sir William Dawson was ap- 
pointed. 

Mr. D. S. Leach was quite eager to 
talk of his distinguished father, but ra- 
ther reticent as to himself. He did not 
practice law for many years and except 
for several years attached to the Depart- 
ment of Education - at Quebec, he has 
lived a life of retirement, with occasion- 
al visits to Europe. 

Two of his sons graduated from Mc- 
Gill the late Mr. William W. Leach, in 
Mining Engineering, and Lt.-Col. Fran- 
cis Leach, CE., of Vancouver, who 
raised three battalions for service in 
•the late war. Tn a very few years, 
grandsons of Mr. David S. Leach, and 
great-grandsons of Vice-Principal Leach 
will be entering the portals of McGill, 
thus establishing an enviable record of 
lour generations directly connected with 
the University.

Some interesting ads concerning the 
•icarly history and growth of McGill were 
related yesterday- hy the Rotary Club in 
the Windsor Hotel. Nearly every ttot- 
arian brought a McGill graduate. Songs 
and. yells being selected from.. the new- 
song book and led by Mr. Key, the whole 
affair had a distinct college atmosphere. 
Amond the speakers were Dr. W. W. 
Chipman of the medical faculty and Dr. 
F. D. Adams, dean of the faculty of ap- 
plied science, and Principal Sir Arthur 
Currie, , whose address read as follows: 
"I have to offer my deep sincere, and 
cordial thanks not only for the greeting 
you have given me and McGill, biit for 
providing the opportunity for injecting 
a little McGill sauce into the men, which 
you have provided lor your entertain- 
ment to-day", said sir Arthur Currie. 
"McGill is anxious to get in touch with 
the. community and our motto„like yours 
is also to serve. "McGill now embraces 
the technical branches of the scientific 
•lines. I am not the main speedier to-day. 
Better fore hes bent) provided on the bill 
by vice-Prcsident Adams and Dr. Chip- 
man. Nex the university developments 
and usefulness of Canada were dealt 
with by Dr. Adams and Dr. Chipman, 
the former sketching Montreal as it was 
100 years ago, a town of 15,000 inhabi- 
tants, almost as large as the city of 
Quebec today, and likewise divided into 
upper and 'lower towns. The streets oi 
those days 'had much left to be desired 
in the matter of clearliness a condition 
which Dr. Adams remarked has not yet 
entirely disappeared. 

Sailing ships frequently experienced 
difficulty in navigating the St. Lawrence 
river. No provision for a higher educa- 
tion, of the english speaking population, 
according to Dr. Adams, had been pro- 
vided until tîic lion. James McGill esta- 
hed our university in 1821. Coming 
to if period of seventy years ago. The 
speaker dre a picture of the institution 
w.hich apart from its medical school, had 
a staff of three professors and eleven

students. Today he said, it was opening 
,a session with an enrollment of about 
1,100 students and .150 professors and ju 
|ior teachers. Tt has seven fully cquip- 
faculties and several younger 
i6ois. During the period of its exist 
it has graduated 8,000 men and 
omen from its faculties. 
TPhe faculty of law has given the en- 
glish speaking bar to Quebec, and also 
the;cng1ish speaking bench, and from 
among its graduates, Canada lias chosen 
two. Prime Ministers. The medical and 
science faculties have become known 



.PLAYS WITH OLD BOYS 
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The University Sports to be held on 
Friday afternoon -will in all probability 
be the biggest ever staged at McGill. 
b'roni the point of view of attendance it 
is expected that all records will be brok- 
en as all of the visiting graduates will 
be present a's well as the whole student 
body and other person interested in 
Track and field events. 

The feature of the days program will 
be a medley relay race between McGill 
and Varsity. The two teams have been 
practising carefully for the event and 
they will have four men on each team 
who are ready to show all they are cap- 
able of doing. The race will consist of 
an 880 yard 440 yard, and two 220 yard 
heats. 

In the meet la'st year McGill showed 
to advantage in the sprints while Varsity 
had the better long distance men so that 
the medley relay should prove to be hot- 
ly contested if the men arc of the same' 
calibre this year. 

In addition to the relay there will 
be all of the events in the regular inter- 
collegiate meet. The best of the track 
and field men at McGill are entered fer- 
tile events and some interesting com 
petition. As McGill has won the inter 
ollegiatc championship for two years 
and most of the former teams are still 
at college, those who see the men in ac- 
tion on Friday will be watching quite a 
few intercollegiate champions. 

Some hot competition is cspected in 
the 'sprints when Johnson, Hay, Lane 
Meahan, Bernstein, Forest, McNider 
Gammell, Kennedy, and a whole list oi 
other fast short distance men line up 
against one anolther to try and carry off 
the college championship. In the middle 
distances the competition is expected to 
equally keen as there are several new 
men out to compete with the men who 
have 'been on the team in other years- 
such as Hamilton, Lcgg, Crcelman and 
several of the harriers who arc trying 
out for track this fall, 

Quite an .'.interesting race is expected 
when Simpson, Crcelman, Lane and 
Owens meet in the three mile event. All 
of these men have already shown that 
they arc capable of doing good time 
lover this distance and it is very likely 
that the college record will be broken if 
the day is oLa type conducive to the fast 
time on the track. 

In the jumps it will iigain. be a case 
of newcomers lining up against the mcji 
who have held places on the team for a 
few years past It has often happened be- 
fore and might quite likely happen 
again that the unknown entrants in 
these events carry off the honors. There 
is a place for a couple of new men on 
the intercollegiate team lor the jumping 
events and they will he chosen from the 
showing made on Friday afternoon. . 

In the weight 'events the entry list is 
no't very large so far hut there arc a few 
good men. McLellan, who won the ham- 
mer event in the intercollegiate sports 
last fall is again slinging it around, while 
Kennedy, Foss, Consiglio, and Gahoury 
are also entered in the weight events. 

During the meet the new flag pole on 
the south side of the stadium .will be of- 
ficially dedicated. This ceremony will 
)C performed by Sir Arthur Currie who 
will also give a short address to the peo- 
iln nresent at the dedication.

Gill is a natnonal institution and is in- 
dependent of province control was men- 
tioned. A future of successful develop- 
ment under Sir Arthur Currie was anti- 
cipated in conclusion. The growth of 
the Medical Faculty which in 1829 held 
its first active session as part of Mc- 
Gill, having previously existed as the 
Montreal Medical Institute was sketched 
by Dr. Chipman. Tha year it carried on 
with four professors and a class of 35 
students, as contrasted with the present 
enrolment of about 700 undergraduates, 
with a total of 4,000 graduates. "Medi- 
cal preparedness," said Dr. Chipman

One 
would: picture almost a decrepit ruin, a 
fragile relic of the first half of a by- 
gone'; century, until one saw Mr. ojhn 
gone century, until one saw Mr. John 
Dougall and Son, the active head of one 
of , Montreal's old business concerns. 

The representative of the "Daily" who 
had the honour of interviewing Mr. 
Dougall yesterday afternoon, shown 
into an office on the second floor of 
the Witness Ruilding and introduced to 
the Veteran President of the Witness 
Company was, to say the least, astonish- 
ed at meeting a comparatively young 
man ; who might he. taken for a repre- 
sentative of Arts '80; but whom it is 
impossible -to imagine could have finish- 
ed his course at McGill sixty-one years 
««o. ' 

'.. Mr. Dougall directs .the publishing bu- 
siness he inherited from his father, and 
attends in person to the details as well 
as the brosd lines of the organization, 
writing for the many publications issued 
by the concern, and keeping constantly 
in direct contact with the plant which 
£Qvers>the whole tw# first floors- of the 
Witness Building. 

He is at his desk ail day : and when 
lie is out of town, his work follows 
him, and he keeps in communication with 
his office, sending in articles, settling 
questions which require determining, 
and always keeping an eye open for any- 
thing that may be of value to his publi 
cations. 

McGill is to confer an honorary de- 
gree on Mr. Dougall this week. In so do- 
ing she honours not only an old son, hui 
recognizes a man who all Iks life has 
stood for the highest in journalism in 
Canada. While other publications are 
giving way to sensationalism and parti- 
sanship to further their financial ends. 
Mr. Dougall's papers have insisted upon 
maintaining their high ideals; they have 
consistently and fearlessly advocated 
what Mr. Dougall believes to he the 
truth, and have enjoyed the 'confidence 
and support of the sane, reliable read- 
ing public. In his championship of his 
beliefs, Mr. Dougall has^perhaps not 
built up a monster-organization employ- 
ing paid legions of writers, but he has 
solidified an institution, a free press, 
that means what it says and says what 
it means. In this, McGill's oldest living 
graduate has had the courage to do what 
weaker men have failed in. 

A former graduates* fellow of McGill, 
Mr. Dougall was in close touch with his 
Alma Mater for many years and is able 
to tell many interesting things about the 
early years of the University. 

At the time he graduated the Art? 
•Building was on Dorchester Street where 
Fraser Institute now stands, and was 
part of the Montreal High School. The 
Medical School stood on Cote Street. 
Dr. Leach, father of the oldest, living 
graduate in the faculty of Law. was at 
that tîtne vicc-princiapl of McGill. 

Shortly after Mr. Dougall's gradu- 
ation. Sir Edmund Head, governor of 
Canada, recommended the appointemcnt 
of Mr. William Dawson, Superinten- 
dent of Education for .Vova Scetin and 
&• geologist of considerable reputation, 
to.thc principaiohip of McGill. The Gov- 
ernors agreed, and Mr. Dawson was 
appointed, making his headquarters in 
the upper part of the old Arts Building

on Dorchester, using one room for Geo- 
logical Museum, University Library' and 
Principal's office all in one; in the mid- 
dle o fthis universal room was a large 
plaster cast of Jerusalem, and around 
this the undergraduates used to gather to 
read br tochat while the Principal work- 
ed as best lie could amid the various 
conversations and discussions which 
took place there. 

This and other anecdotes of under- 
graduate life of Ulie period Mr. Dougall 
has to tell, and he tells them with such 
animation, with such keen interest and 
enthusiasm, that it is easy to visualise 
the McGill of the period, small, poor, 
struggling, with a mere handful of 
students,, and not so many professors. 
And there have been changes in more 
than one way; according to Mr. Dou- 
gall the standard of curriculum in Arts 
has been lowered although the percent- 
age required for a pass has been in- 
creased. In 1855-60, a tremendous 
amount of work was covered, but hard- 
ly anybody ever failed. This Mr. Dougall 
attributes to desire to turn out as many 
graduates as "possible; ItVisr.a far cry 
from aich- a condition to the limiting 
of admission that we now have in Med- 
i cine. 

The L. L. D. which Mr. Dougall will 
receive will be conferred on a life-long 
friend of the University, on a gentleman 
who past connection with and present 
interest in McGill make him particularly 
interested in and interesting to McGill- 
ians. Upon a fearless publicist, a high 
idealist, a man who is not afraid to 
stand up to his work and to look the 
whole world in the face with behind 
him the greater part of a life filled with 
service and with honesty. McGill is 
proud again to set her seal of approval 
with a higher degree merited many limes 
over.

McGILL AND ITS STORY 
— 1821—1921.

The hook which was issued froui 
the :pross last week, and goes on sale 
at the. Montreal book stores for the 
first time today, has been written in 
one volume 'by J)r, Cy.rua MoMHUn 
of tho Arts Faculty. The volume deals 
with, the history of MtoGlll during the 
first one hundred years and tho dedi- 
cation reads "To my McGill comrades 
who fell in the war, 1914 to 1919". 
"We who remain shall grow old. 
We shall feel the snows o! cheer- 
less winter; 
But you shall be foreever young, 
With you it shall be forever spring, 
Where you wander through the wil- 
lows 

Of your valley in the West." 

The book contains about three hun- 
dred and fifty pages and twenty five 
half tones, which Include the picture): 
of al'l the principals and vieo-prinoi- 
pals of MoGill as well as pictured of 
Montreal in the time of James McGill 
and of the Burnside estate and is the 
first complete history of McGill ever 
published. "Eleven chapters and an epi- 
logue make up the story proper of the 
volume. 

Tho opening cha.pter deals with the 
history of the Uoyal institution lor 
the Advancement of Leurning and '.he 
reasons which led Jiunes McGill '.o 
mako his bequest and is followed by a 
chapter describing the founding of 
tho university, containing a consider- 
able amount of new material about 
the activities of .lames McGill and his 
associates. 

The opening of the college in 1S23 
and the story of the regime of Dr. 
Mountain, its first principal, Is given 
in the following chapter and a large 
amount of- the following part of the 
book is taken up in picturing' the 
early struggles of ihe university nn<3 
the principalship of Dr. Bothune. 

Tho anxious years of the p"ine!p.i'- 
ship of Dr. Meredith arc fully desci'SJi 
ed'and a portion of the volume is g':\ sn 
to the plclurlzation o:' college ll'fe'ln 
the early fifties.

s courses at McGill noted. 

The epoch coincident with the prin- 
cipalship of Sir William Dawson brings 
the story down to the time with which 
many of the living graduates are fa- 
miliar and the final chapter deals 
with the larger McCïMI of our own day. 

The epilogue is devoted entirely to 
retrospect in which the writer takes u 
broad view of the happenings of Mc- 
Gill in the past nnd their significance 
In looking forward to the future of 
McGill. In tho appendix are round ex- 
tracts from the will of James McGill, 
the original character for the univer- 
sity, nnd the charter of 1S52. The 
Dawson Memorial 'Address and the 
t'eterson Memorial Addre? are also 
printed in the volume. 

Dr. McMillan Is a McGill graduato 
and has been closely associated with 
the university for many years. As a 
keen student nnd an Interested son of 
McGill he has proved to have been en- 
tirely competent to undertake the Lask 
of being tho first historian to give a 
complete history of the college.

OLD MEDICAL 
BLD'G., TO BE 
NEW BIOLOGY 



The Redpath Library and the Old 
Medical Building arc the first two Mc- 
fell edifices to benefit from the fund 
fcaised one year ago. The latter which 

rs partially destroyed by fire in 1907, 
being greatly enlarged and will be 
known as the Biological Building. With- 
in Its wall* will be housed the Biological 
Sciences, Botany, Zoology, Bio-Chemisj, 
try, General and Special Physiology and 
fcharmoeology. 

Preparatory to building which started 
early îast summer, a committee compos- 
ed of Professors Lloyd and Tail, to- 
gether with Mr. R. H, MacDonald of 
Rosa and Mac Donald, visited leading 
Universities as far west as Chicago. 
They did this to study the type of buil- 
dings used for biological purposes, and 
tirade themselves thoroughly acquinted 
tyith. the most up-to-date arrangements 
»nd equipment This led to adoption of 
ftfcny desirable features which will be in- 
corporated in the new building. 

The Biological Building will cost ap- 
proximately ?400,000, and occupies the 
Bite of ■that part of the Old Medical 
Building destroyed fourteen years ago. 
It will be built so as to make the addi- 
tion and the old part one continuous sys- 
tem. 

The new structure will be "T" shaped 
ft* total length being 184 feet, that of the 
"T" 86 feet, its width being .36 feet. The 
body of the building which measures 
139' x 62' is five stories and ground 
■floor high, and the transverse part four 
fetories. The construction is of reinforced 
concrete and masonry, and in external 
features will be in harmony with the 
ether buildings on the campus. The 
Architectural effects arc very simple and 
have been obtained without any sacrifice 
et efficiency with regard to thepurpose 
for which the building' is intendrd. 

The fundamental principle followed 
tti working out the plans is that of the 
tmit system of construction. Each unit 
consists of an outside wall measure- 
ment of ten feet and a depth of 22 feet. 
The repetition of this unit throughout 
the whole structure permits a simplicity 
of planning which leads to maximum il- 
lumination and a degree of plasticity in 
internal arrangements which allows sub- 
sequent re-arrangement within reasona- 
B'blc limits to. meet changing rends. In 
e.ddition )to the independence of the par- 
titions from the skeleton structure, iH 
the piping '.and conduits of various kinds 
arc either exposed or easily accessible 
throughout the whole building, «o that 
r i ewits.and changes may be made at a 
Imhimum cost Tlhis feature is, of 
eource, of extreme importance in a buil- 
ding Of this type, \vWcli is, in the best 
«clfse^Sf the''word, a factory. 
The main entrance is at the southerly 
"of the building. Entei ing the door 
passes through a vestibule down a 



few steps into a large entrance hall. It 
is planned to 'make this hall a center of 
general usefulness for those interested 
in biology, both witbin and without the 
University, argc aquaria and vivaria in 
front of the windows wiH be occupied by 
exhibits of living animals. As the oppor- 
tunities and materials present themselves, 
other exhibits may be installed. It may 
also be used as a meeting place for those 
interested in biological matters. One 
goes from the entrance hall into a corri- 
dor from which open locker rooms, and 
rooms for the mechanical equipment for 
the building. 

The first floor is assigned to the De- 
partment ot Botany under Prof. F. E. 
Lloyd. A side entrance leads directly 
through a passage into a corridor af- 
fording access to the Department, to the 
basement of the Old Medical Building, 
to the elevator and a stairway. On either 
side of the corridor 'arc rooms for carry- 
ing on the more advanced work of the 
department. These include a museum and 
reading room smaller laboratories, pre- 
paration rooms and quarters for the 
staff. At the end of the corridor one en- 
ters a large general laboratory 30' x 80' 
with 8 windows distributed in the long 
exposed wall. It will afford abundant 
space for % student.".. At the east end of 
this laboratory there is a small conser- 
vatory which will be used for experi- 
ment's in plant, physiology and other 
matters for demonstration to large 
classes. In this laboratory wiH be ac- 
commodated, in addition to the Arts 
students, large pre-niedical biology 
classes and the first year medical class 
in general physiology. Underneath the 
conservatory there will be a basement 
laboratory for work with fungi. 

The second floor will be devoted to 
the Department of Zoology under Pro- 
fessor Arthur Willey. Here the same 
general plan is followed. The north enÏÏ 
of the corridor opens into the Old Med- 
ical Building, occupied at present by a 
large class room, a large chemical la- 
boratory with some smaller laboratories 
and preparation rioms. It is hoped that 
in renovating the interior of this buil- 
din 1 ;, which is imperative, two large lec- 
ture zooms will be emstnfeted to aiford 
ilie much needs:! lecturing accommo- 
dation. 

The third floor is to be occupied by 
the Department of Bio-chemistry under 
Professor A. B. McCalluni. The plann- 
ing ot this floor, aside from that of the 
private offices and research rooms, has 
been carried out to accommodate classes 
in bio-chemistry limited to 24 students 
each. The equipment of this floor differs 
of course materially from that of the 
floors below in its complexity, in view of 
the peculiar needs of bio-chemistry. In 
addition to the 'Space afforded by the 
new building the Department of Bio- 
chemistry will occupy the smaller rooms 
on the :first and second floors of the old 
Medical Building. 

The Department of Physiology under 
Professor John Tait will be on the 
fourth storey. Here the "general .plan 
followed in the floors below has been di 
verged from in view of the occupation 
of the top floor of the old Medical Buil 
ding by the large general laboratories 



for the first and second year work in 
physiology for medical students. The 
whole of the new floor is, therefore, 
broken up into smaller laboratories and 
research rooms, together with the de- 
partmental library and animal rooms. 
The advanced classes and dental stu- 
dents will find accommodation here in a 
somewhat smaller laboratory consisting 
of four units. 

The Department of Pharmacology, un- 
der Professor H. G. Barber, who re- 
cently came from Yale University will 
be situated on the fifth floor. 

This does not extend beyond the body 
of the building. Here there has been 
planned a large laboratory of seven 
units for the large classes, an animal 
room, and laboratories and offices for 
research and for members of the staff. 
On the roof of the old Medical Building 
there will be built also a room giving 
facilities for the Department of Zoology 
for the preparation of materials for 
classes. 

In addition we may note the following 
general features, namely, staircases at 
each end of the body of the building, la- 
vatories at each end also, and a small 
passenger elevator in a central position. 

In addition to the Biological Building 
a spacious green house laboratory has 
been in course of construction for seve- 
ral months and is almost completed. 
This green house will be an important 
part of the Department of Botany. The 
lass work was planned and constructed 
•' I-ord Burnham, whose wide ex- 
perience made them the best firm for 
undertaking the work. 

It is fully expected that inside of a 
year the Biological Building will be rea- 
dy for use, 'and it will fill a long felt 
need. As the Faculty of Médecine and 
the Department of Botany and Zoolo- 
have suffered from inadequate 
space for many years.
